| Chicago is a great block, a great mass, and a 
mass which in many respects is different from the 
people living elsewhere in the state. If it gets a 
large measure of self-government, almost complete 
self-government except in the matter of general 
law, it may be able to give up a preponderating in- 
fluence in the legislature. 

Restriction of Chicago’s representation ought not 
to be at the hurt of the city. It need not be. 
Possibly a full canvass of consequences and prob- 
abilities would make it unwise, but with proper 
concessions and compromises we do not believe this 
need be the case. | : 

We hope that the new constitution will not go 
on thé rocks of parochial differences and preju- 
dices. We need a new constitution, a new general 
law which will permit the establishment of effi- 
cient government through the short ballot, con- 
centration of authority and responsibility, and 

through permitted reforms. 
The shorter everything is the better, in most 
cases. The shorter the constitution the better. The 
shorter the ballot, with complete responsibility, the 
better. In the complexity of modern life, brevity 
must be a fine art. N 


HOMICIDE AS A RIGHT. 

Two young men, confronting the extreme penalty 
for murder, comment in a manner which suggests 
that they chiefly are pained by an infringement of 
the right to commit homicide. : 

“If I had a long gun record like Earl Dear or 
Lloyd Bopp,” said Arthur Haensel, sentenced to be 
hanged for killing his wife, I'd be able to stall off 
this thing for a long time. But I’ve never been in 
trouble befofge, and they shove me right off.” 

Ray Schilling, having killed a policeman, declared 
that he had fought in the Argonne; that he thought 
the policeman was about to draw a weapon, and so 

- fired in self-defense. The instances are identical 
only in the obvious tendency of each to deprecate 
the restrictions on homicide and to establish a new 
bill of human rights. : 

But the rights sought to be established are, as 
usual, the rights of the killer and not of the killed. 
Haensel exerts self-pity, apparently directed at the 
proposition that justice is too swift in acting upon 
one who lacks a long record of crimes. The ques- 
tion obtrudes itself, how many murders is one en- 
titled to commit before penalty finally becomes 
inexorable? Haensel complains that he has had 
no chance—bdeing convicted of only one murder 
and, behold, he gets the chance. 

Schilling says he “thought” the policeman was 
going to draw a weapon. A policeman is the sym- 
bol of law, the symbol of society’s right to inquire, 
to suspect and to assume certain things wherever 
there appears ground for suspicion. Which is more 

- {mportant, the right of the people to protect them- 
selves through the policeman. or the right of the 
individual to resist cotperation to the point of 
murder? ‘ 

Evidently there is something in the current mood, 

some looseness of construction which gives rise to 
the idea that there is a latitude in crime. One of 
the most direct testimonials to the disregard for 
law is the fact that 301 murders have been com- 
mitted in Cook county, while only four persons 
have been hanged for murder, in the last year.
